CORAL GABLES -It was the most 
talked-about piece of jewelry in college 
football this season, and according to the 
man who came up with the idea for it, it’s 
not going anywhere anytime soon.

Diaz laughed when asked if he was plan- ` 
ning to retire the Turnover Chain. “No, I 
don’t think so.” 

Hurricanes fans began making their own 
versions or purchased shirts with the chain 
emblazoned across the front. A South 
Florida brewery named a beer after 
it, and a South Florida sushi 
restaurant came up with a Turn- 
over Chain Roll. 

“I think you've got one of 
the best things in college 
football” Diaz said.

Don’t bother rushing to pay your 2018 
property taxes this week — before Presi- 
dent Donald Trump’s new tax plan kicks in. 

Florida doesn’t allow prepayment of 
property taxes a year before they’re due. In 
fact, the 2018 property values and tax rates 
won't be set for months. 

But that hasn’t stopped many people 
from calling local tax offices, hoping to find 
a way around the new $10,000 combined 
deduction limit on property taxes and ei-

“We've got people calling up demanding 
to pay them [2018 property taxes], but Pm 
sorry, we can’t” Palm Beach County Tax 
Collector Anne Gannon said. 

In order to have a property tax bill that 
exceeds $10,000, a home would generally 
have to be assessed for tax purposes at a 
minimum of $500,000, said Claudio Mani- 
cone, senior manager of the Broward tax 
office. Assessed values are often substan- 
tially lower than the price a home would
